1972 Constable Amar Singh was on duty at 
the outpost at village DaU. When lie saw some FUkiSidni Army 
personnel etuenng into Jnuian icmiory, he took, unmeuiate 
L.teps to stop dicii movement, Consequently his ^pst was engag- 
ed oy heavy MMG & LMG firing irom the Fax tide, Though 
the tiring by Pakistani guns Was imense and overwhelming, 
Constable Amar Singh jii disregard of his personal safety, was 
able to give an ctlective reply to the tire of Pakistani guns and 
silenced one of those. While he was engaged in firing from 
his LMG, he asked his mimDer 2 to use his weapon and keep 
up the replenishment of the ammunition for the LMG, The 
personal example of courage and devotion to duty displayed 
by Constable Amar Singh, encouraged other members of the 
section to use their weapons effectively and the section was 
i.ble to Prevent iho entry of Pak troops into the Indian terri- 
tory. In the tiring Constable Amar Singh was hit on his head 
and died a gallant death in performance of his duties. 

In the encounter with the Pak intruders, Shri Amar Singh 
exhibited gcllantry and laid down his life.

In 
the heavy exchange of fire that followed, Shri Ramesh Chan- 
dra Srivastava, Shri Mohan Singh and Shri Jasram Singh rose 
to great height of valour and as a result of their determined 
efforts three dacoits were killed, while 3 or 4 of them were 
able to escape.

mation, 

2, The number of vacancies in various Services to be filled 
on the result of the examination will be specified in the 
Notice issued by the Institute of Secretariat Training & 
Management. Reservations will be made for candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in res- 
nrct of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government of 
Tndia,

This 
also applies lo an officer v/ho has been appointed to an ex- 
cadre post or to another service on transfer if such officer 
continues to have a lien in the Lower Division Grade or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service for the time being. 

Category III : Grade VI and/or Grade V of the Indian 
Foreign Service, Branch (B). 


Note 1 : —Officers og Grade VI or Grade V of the Indian 
Foreign Service Branch (B) and those who arc on deputa- 
tion io ex-cadre posts, with the approval of the competent 
authority will be eligible to be admiued to the examination 
if otherwise eligible. This also applies to an officer who has 
been appo;nied to an cx-cadre post or to another service on 
transfer if he continues to have a lien in Grade VI or Grade 
V of the Indian Foreign Service Branch (B) for the time 
being on the crucial date.

(xii) lip to a maximum of three years in the case of Border 
Security Force personnel disabled in operations 
during the Indo-Fakistan hostilities of 1971 and 
released as a consequence thereof; and 

(xiii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 

Border Security Force pcrsonntd disabled in opera- 
tions during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof who belong 
to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 
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SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS

LAXED. 

6. The decision of the Institute as to the eligiblity or

11. After the examination the candidates will be arranged 
by the Instilute in three separate lists, in the order of merit, 
as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally award'd to each 
candidate, and in that order so many candidates as are found 
by the Institute to be qualified by the examination shall be 
recommended for appointment up to the number of unre- 
served vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the 
examination in the Central Secretariat Stenographers* Service 
— Grade III, Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers* 
Service — Grade III, and Stenographers* sub-cadre of the

Provided that the candidates belonging to any of the

APPENDIX 

Candidates will be given two dictation tests in English or 
in Hindi one at 100 words per m : nute for seven minutes and 
another at 80 words per minute for 10 minutes. The candi- 
dates who opt lo take the lest in English will be required to 
transcribe the matter in 50 and 65 minutes and the candi- 
dates who opt to take the test in H'ndi will be requi. ed to 
transcribe the matter in 60 and 75 minutes respectively. The 
shorthand tests will carry a maximum of 300 marks. 

Note 1 Candidates who opt to take the shorthand tests 
in Hindi will be required to learn English stenography, and 
vice versa, after their appoin ment. 

Note 2.— A candidate wishing to take the examination at 
an Indian Mission abroad and exercising the option to take 
the Stenography Tests in Hindi may be required to appear 
at his own expense, for the Stenography Tests at any Indian 
Mission abroad where necessary arrangements for holding 
such tests are available.

No. E RBI /74 / 1 0 / 1 1 .—Corrigendum to the Rules for the 
Section Officers’ Grad^ (Rafiwav Borrdl Limited Departmen- 
tal Competitive Examination, 1975 notified under the Minis-

10/11 dated 6th July. 1974, published in the Gazette of Indin
